CHURCH ADVERTISING. 


The Catholic Church has not only the best goods 
to advertise, but the best possible argument; yet she 
does not advertise. 

Our competitors in Christianity have been furious 
antagonists for several centuries and have conducted 
an -advertising campaign of misrepresentation 
through text books, sectarian organs, pamphlets, etc., 
not to speak of “works of history (?)” and the pulpit. 
This adverse advertising has not disturbed the tran- 

uility of those “appointed by the Holy Ghost to rule 
th Church of God” but it has created most untrue 
and unjust opinions and judgments concerning the 
Church, has engendered a bitterness among millions 
‘who would prefer to be fair-minded and friendly. 

How can it be other than our plain duty both to 
Christ, Whose work the Church is, and to the people 
who have been trained to.hate what they otherwise 
would be disposed to love—to advertise the truth 
about our Church’s history, her oe inciples, her teach- 
ings, her services to humanity, “ championship of 
law and order? | 

When Protestants conduct a Drive for a fund to 
inaugurate or maintain some form of religious work, 
the educational campaign is probably worth more to 
them thar’ the money. They advertise their purposes 
in the newspapers, by placard and other literature; 
they enthuse a number of ‘lay people in every -com- 
munity over their project, and send them out as 
speakers and propagandists.

towards our country’s institutions, the strength of 
her influence for law and order, for the stability of 
the home, for sound morality. 

Those Protestants who know the Catholic Church 
intimately hold her to be the country’s greatest bul- 
wark against the forces of disorder, but too few do 
know her intimately. ? 

Some of our country’s biggest men have been 
trained in prejudice, and though their contact with 
Catholic people has led them to distrust much that 
they were taught by parents, teachers or books, they 
still believe that there is a Catholic System which is 
pernicious, and they would not like to see her gain in 
strength. There are very few non-Catholies who do 
not believe that every Catholic paper is practically 
owned by the Church; they believe that educational 
institutions, like Notre Dame, are owned by the 
Church; that the Orders of Sisters are agents of the 
Catholic Hierarchy, and that their-colleges and aca- 
demies are the property of the Church itself.
